__ Care of Plants When Received— 
If for any reason you are not quite 
‘ready to set plants when received, al- 
ways unpack plants carefully separat- 
ing each variety, and untie bundles and 
_heal in V shaped trenches, dampen the 
roots but not the tops, firm soil around 
them with foot and shade the roots 
from sun. Plants can be kept a month 
in this way. For northern customers I 
-recommend this method and advise 
ordering early in April when they are 
dormant and will stand handling safe- 


ly; also will be there ready to set at 
| the most favorable time. 


| Parcel Post Shipments—I recom- 
_mend that small packages be shipped 
_by parcel post up to fifth zone. Large 
_packages and longer shipments by ex- 
_press. If wanted by parcel post add to 
prices quoted on page 6 as follows:

Asparagus is a very popular early 
vegetable coming as it does early in 
the spring before other vegetables are 
ready and an acre or so will return a 
handsome profit after it is established 
if well taken care of. Plant in moist, 
rich mellow soil that has’ been well 
prepared and loose using plenty of 
well rotted manure as asparagus is a 
heavy feeder to produce best results. 
set plants 4 to 6 inches deep, and 
about 12 inches apart in the row, cov- 
ering with only three inches of soil at 
first and filling the trenches as the 
plants grow. I can supply fine healthy, 
vigorous 1 yr. old roots of the two fol- 
lowing varieties which I have selected 
as being the best. 


PALMETTO.—A_ splendid large 
hardy kind, planted more extensively 
than any other variety. 


W ASHINGTON—A valuable new 
variety recently developed by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, select- 
ine and breeding for a rust resistant 
strain, and is being largely planted on 
account of its rust resisting qualities. 
Fast growing, stalks large and tender.

PREMIER—(Per) Premier or How- 
ard 17 is one of the best and most pop- 
ular early varieties ever introduced 
is extensively planted and is a success 
in all parts of the country. A heavy 
producer of large, beautiful formed 
berries that remain large thru a long 
season, are bright red clear thru to 
the center, of delicious flavor, firm and 
a good keeper. A strong pollenizer 
and vigorous grower and will succeed 
on most all soils; plant growth being 
ideal, clean and free form rust from 
spring till fall. A good variety for 
home use, local market or shipping. 
A real money maker and mortgage 
lifter. If you want a good early berry 
and one that bears big crops of large 
berries thru a long season you will 
make no mistake in planting largely 
of Premier. 


IMPROVED HEFFLIN EARLY— 
(Per) Very early. A variety that 
you can plant on most any kind of 
soil and will stand most any kind of 
treatment. Plants are good strong 
growers making enough plants for a 
good fruiting bed. Berries are medi- 
um to large, fairly firm and of good 
quality. A heavy cropper. 


HORSEY—(Per) This variety was 
propagated by Mr. John Horsey of 
Marion, Md., and introduced by Mr. 
Hall of Rhodesdale, Md., and is largely 
planted inits home section. Season 
from early until well past midseason. 
Plants are strong healthy growers free 
from any blight or rust and produces 
great crops of large berries that re- 
main large thru a long season, firm 
and sells for good prices. Seldom in- 


lured by frosts. Does best on springy 
soil. 

CAMPBELLS EARLY—(Per) This 
variety originated in New Jersey and 
the growers there say it is productive 
and profitable. It is earlier but not 
as good as Premier. It produces great 
crops of berries that are fairly firm 
and of good color and flavor. Has 
most of the good qualities one would 
want in an early berry. 

KLONDYKE—(Per) A great fav- 
orite all thru the south wherethereare 
more Klondykes planted than any 
other variety and in some _ sections 
they will plant no other variety. A 
vigorous grower makes plants abund- 
antly. Berries uniform, shapely, of 
fair size, color rich dark red, very 
juicy and handsome, sells quickly at 
top prices, very firm and one of our 
very best shippers. 

MISSION ARY—(Per) If you hap- 
pen to be in some of our large cities 
during February and March and look 
in the show windows you will see bas- 
kets of berries nicely arranged in tiers 
and shine as if they have been polished. 
This is the Missionary variety shipped 
there from the south where it is one 
of the leading varieties for shipment 
north especially in centeral Florida, 
where it is partically the only vari- 
ety grown; also being grown a great 
deal in the north and west and is 
growing more popular every year. 
Early to mid-season. Foliage very 
resistant to leaf spot, makes runners 
freely. Berries are of medium _ to 
large size, firm, good color, glossy as 
if polished, fine flavor and very pro- 
ductive. 


MID-SEASON VARIETIES 


SENATOR DUNLAP—(Per) Dun- 
lap is probably the best known vari- 
ety throughout the northern half of 
the country and is about the best vari- 
ety for the beginner to plant as well 
as for the farmer who has but little 
time to devote to his strawberry bed, 
as it 1s easy to grow and succeeds un- 
der nearly all conditions and with any 
kind of treatment. A sure cropper 
and heavy yielder. Fruit is medium to 
large, firm and attractive, always sells 
for good prices. It is a strong pollen- 
izer and prolific plant maker of small 
but vigorous deep rooted plants. A 
good drought resister. 


DR. BURRILL—(Per) Sometimes 


called the million dollar strawberry. A 
fine table berry and unsurpassed for 
canning. A heavy producer of large 
beautiful formed berries that are a 
deep glossy red, juicy and of delicious 
flavor. Fruit solid, therefore a good 
shipper. Resembles Dunlap very much 
being a scientific cross of Dunlap and 
Crescent. 


HAVERLAND—(Imp) A popular 
variety especially for home use and 
near markets. Fruit medium to large, 
conical, color bright red, firm and of 
fair quality. Plants good growers and 
very productive. Should be pollenized 
with Dunlap or Dr. Burill for best re- 
sults. 
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GIBSON—(Per) One of the best 
erowers of large healthy vigorous 
plants and is a favorite with large 
commercial growers in many sections. 
Very productive the plants being sim- 
ply loaded with berries. You can hard- 
ly understand how the plants can pro- 
duce such large quanities of berries. 
Fruit of large size, dark red in color, 
firm and of fine flavor. A strong pol- 
lenizer. 


CCOPER—(Per) A chance seedling 
found by Mr. Cooper of Michigan and 
introduced by Henry Emlong and Son 
in 1921. They say, “it is the most beau- 
tiful, largest and heaviest yielding 
variety we have ever seen; and we 
have tested hundreds of varieties dur- 
ing the past forty years. In 1919 we 
called on Mr. Cooper during the straw- 
berry season. ‘The sight was well 
worth the trip. We were amazed. We 
had never seen such large fancy fruit, 
but the flavor was the greatest sur- 
prise of all. We never bit into any- 
thing so sweet and delicious and in 
size they varied from big to large and 
larger.” I sold out on Cooper last sea- 
son , had to return orders, and only 


kept about a dozen plants and could. 


not give them a fair test so am giving 
the introducers description again. 
was well pleased however with what 
I saw of them. The berries were of 
large size, bright red color very pro- 
ductive and of delicious flavor. The 
plants are large with long, strong 
healthy roots that enables them _ to 
withstand drought better than many 
varieties. I have a good supply of 
plants for this season and recom- 
mend it for trial. 

BUN SPECIAL—(Per) Bun Spec- 
ial was introduced by O. A. D. Bald- 
win who says “Bun Special leads in 
size, color and productiveness. It is 
the finest flavored big yielding straw- 
berry we have ever seen. Berries are 
not only large but are uniform in 
size and shape, a beautiful bright red 
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color, and are firm in texture making 
a splendid market, table and canning 
berry. The plant is vigorous, healthy 
and a fair plant maker and have ex- 
ceptionally large crowns throwing 
out several strong fruit stems on each 
plant and they produce an immense 
amount of large berries of extra qual- 
ity and flavor.” I have not fruited Bun 
Special but the plants I set last spring 
have made good number of plants 
which are of large size and deep 
rooted. I believe it worthy of a trial. 


PARSONS BEAUTY—(Per) Heal- 
thy and vigorous and will make a good 
fruiting bed on most any soil. A favor- 
ite with market gardeners and can- 
ners throughout this county. A heavy 
producer and a sure cropper. Will 
produce more quarts of fruit per acre 
than almost any other midseason vari- 
ety. Fruit large, dark red in color and 
when fresh from the vines of the best 
eating quality. 

BUBACH—(Imp) This is an old 
standard variety and is still being 
grown by thousands of growers es- 
pecially for home use or near-by mar- 
kets. Fruit is extra large, the largest 
berries I saw last season were of this 
variety, fairly firm, and of good color 
and quality. Foliage very strong and 
of a dark green color. Must be planted 
with some perfect variety of same 
season as it is a pistillate variety. 


KELLOG’S DELICIOUS — (Per) 
This variety which was introduced by 
k. M. Kellogg Co., who say it is enor- 
mously productive of very large dark 
red berries of the most delicious fla- 
vor, and a splendid shipper. As fruit- 
ed here last season they produced an 
abundance of fruit and the first ber- 
ries to ripen were large size but after 
first few pickings were too small for 

narket. The plants are good healthy 

growers and make good fruiting beds. 
I have a fair supply of plants and am 
offering them at reasonable prices to 
those who want to try them. 


LATE VARIETIES 


BIG JOE—(Per) Also known as Joe 
Johnson. One of the best, if not the 
best, of the mid-season to late varie- 
ties and the kind to plant if you want 


a big crop of fancy berries. The plants 
are exceedingly vigorous and make fine 
fruiting beds on any soil that will pro- 
duce strawberries. Makes good under 


nearly all conditions. Berries are firm, 
bright red in color, almost perfect in 
shape of very large size and produced 
in great abundance for so large a ber- 
ry. Sells for top prices. It is a fine 
table berry and I can recommend it 
for home use or for distant market. 
For profit plant Big Joe, it is distinct- 
ly a money maker.

BRANDY WINE—(Per) One of the 
old time favorites and still largely 
grown in some sections. Strong up- 
right grower with erect fruit stems. 
Abundance large berries; good color 
and shape, peculiar and very fine fla- 
vor. 

GANDY—(Per) The quality of the 
Gandy is known in every berry mar- 
ket throughout this country and usual- 
ly brings top prices. Berries are borne 
on upright stems well above the leaves 
and dirt, are firm and will not spoil 
if picking is neglected for a day or 
two after they are ripe. The Gandy 
is at home on black springy soil or 
light clay but do not under any cir- 
cumstances plant on high sandy soil. 
The plants are strong and vigorous 
and generally considered a perfect 
bloomer but for best results would 
advise planting with Big Joe, Chesa- 
peake or some other good periect sort 
as it is deficient in pollen. 


BIG LATE—(Imp) Big Late is one 
of the best late pistillate varieties in 
size, quality and productiveness. It is 
a good grower making enough plants 
for a good fruiting bed. Its foliage 
grows tall and spreading and can be 
easily told from other varieties and 
also shades the berries from the sun 
and protects the blossoms from frost. 
The plants are loaded, each season, 
with large, bright glossy red berries 
of excellent flavor and are firm good 
shippers and keepers. Big Late is 
planted and is a success in nearly all 
sections and you will make no mis- 
take in planting it. Set Big Late with 
Big Joe or Ford and you will have a 
winner. 


WM. BELT—(Per) Whenever qual- 
ity and large size are considered Wm. 
Belt ranks with the best. Is probably 
the most popular fancy variety and 
always brings fancy prices. It is quite 
productive of extra large berries that 
are bright red all over, firm and of the 
very best quality. 


_ LUPTON—(Per) A fancy late var- 
lety; very popular in New Jersey 
where it originated. A strong healthy 
grower; makes plants freely and will 
do well on most any soil. Berries are 
large and handsome, very uniform in 
size and shape, color a rich shiny red 
all over, no green tips, with a large 
green calyx that adds much to its 


beauty; very firm making an extra 
good shipper and keeper and for the 
above seasons is a money maker. A 
fine late commercial variety for long 
distance shipping. I have a fine supply 
of plants that I am sure will please 
you. 


FORD—(Per) A midseason to late 
variety that grows well almost every- 
where and is being largely planted in 
this section. It is a strong healthy 
grower and makes good beds on most 
any soil. The fruit resembles Premier 
very much and like Premier is almost 
frost proof. The berries are bright red 
in color, very uniform in size and 
shape with a full size green cap that 
adds much to its appearance. Very 
productive, juicy, firm and of excel- 
lent flavor. 


SAMPLE—(Imp) An old standard 
medium late variety that pleases all 
who grow it and largely planted by 
commercial growers in most all sec- 
tions;also fine for home use. A good 
producer of large size, excellent qual- 
ity, berries, that are bright red in col- 
or, firm and of rich flavor. Should be 


pollenized with some good _ variety 
like Big Joe or Ford. 
AROMA — (Per) Strong sturdy 


plants that are heavy producers of 
large round dark red berries. A strict- 
ly high flavored high class market 
berry; good shipper and keeper. A 
standard late variety in many of the 
great strawberry growing sections 
where many growers will plant noth- 
ing else. A good one to plant with 
late pistillate varieties. 


CHESAPEAK E—(Per) A very pop- 
ular variety with most all strawberry 
growers on account of its many good 
qualities. Plants are very large size, 
dark green in color very vigorous and 
healthy, no rust or disease of any kind.
